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REMARKS 

The Final Office Action mailed on May 8, 2007 has been reviewed, along with 
the art cited. Claims 8-16, 20, and 22 are pending in this application. Claims 1-7, 17-19, 
and 21 have been cancelled. 



Amendments under 37 C.F.R. §1.116 
Claims 1-10, 13-15, 20, and 22 have been amended in compliance with §1.116, 
because claims 1-7, 17-19, and 21 have been cancelled, and claims 9-10, 13-15, 20, and 
22 have been amended to be dependent upon allowable claim 8. The claim amendments 
do not require further searching because claims 9-10, 13-15 and 20 have been amended 
only to change dependencies, and claim 22 is previous claim 5 rewritten as a dependent 
claim to claim 8. As a result, Applicant respectfully requests the admittance of the 
amendment above, and the withdrawal of the rejections in the Final Office Action mailed 
on May 8, 2007. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 
Claims 1-7, 9-13, 15-19, and 21 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Doyle et al. (WO 00/77480 A2). Claims 1-7, 17-19, and 21 have been 
cancelled. As a result, the rejection with respect to claims 1-7, 17-19, and 21 is now 
moot. Claims 9-10, 13, and 15 have been amended so that they are dependent upon 
allowable claim 8. As a result, claims 11-12 and 16 are now dependent indirectly upon 
claim 8. Thus claims 9-13 and 15-16 are dependent either directly or indirectly upon 
allowable claim 8. As a result, Applicant respectfully requests that claims 9-13 and 15- 
16 be allowed. 



Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §103 
Claims 14 and 20 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Doyle et al. (WO 00/77480 A2). Claims 14 and 20 have been amended to be 
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dependent upon allowable claim 8. As a result, Applicant respectfully requests that 
claims 14 and 20 be allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 8 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but was 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 8 has been amended to include the 
limitation of base claim 1 and intervening claims 6 and 7. As a result, Applicant 
respectfully requests that claim 8 be allowed.
